Question &s to Whether Wo Shall no 


nlje It I» Not Yet Decided. 


WASHINGTON', Aug. S.— Thflro was an in- 


teresting and, at times, heated discus- 
sion over the Hawaiian situation at the 
secret session in the committee of foreign 
affairs yesterday. The question was upon 
reporting Mr. Boutelle's resolution for 
the recognition of the Hawaiian repub- 
lic, which ia a reproduction of the one 
recognizing Brazil, of which Chairman 
McCreary was ths author. 


Republican members supported 
tha 


resolution, and wera joined by Mr. Geary 
(Dom., Cal.), whobos heretofore sustained 
the course of tha administration toward 
Hawaii. In the 
b-egiuning Mr. Van 


Voorhis (Rep.) moved to report the reso^ 
lution, which follows: 


Resolved, By the senate and house of repre- 


sentatives iu congress assembled: 


1. That the United States of America cou- 


EmtuuiUNi the people of the Hawaiian IsliuidB 
ou tlicirJtiHt and peaceful assumption of the 
powers, duties and responsibilities of stlf- 
governmont, as indicated by tboir recent 
adoption of a republican form or government. 


2. That tho republic of Hawaii Is entitle! to 


exorcise and eujoy the national comity and 
the benefits ot all rights, privilngcs and advan- 
tages under existing treaties that were con- 
cluded betlvoen the-Unitod Statea of America 
and the late kingdom oHia-waii. 


3. That the republic of Hawaii is hereby re- 


cojnlzcd by the United States of America as a 
free, sovereign and independent republic, and 
the President at tho United States shall give 
proper notice of the recognition to the Presi- 
dent of tho republic of Jlawuti. 


Early in the meeting Mr. Everett (Dem., 


Mass.) endeavered to prevent action by a 
motion to adjourn, but tha motion was 
lost by a tie vote— 0 to 8.

to the stock of the company on tbe basto 
ofbonaflde subscriptions for a total of 
$900,000 to $950,000, and thnt tho capital- 
ization of tha company wag not to exceed 
these totals by more tban 6100,000. 


In one of the bills of. complaint, filed by 


Charles F. Wataon, tho allegation is 
ma.de that the company waa capitalized 
forSl,250,000,K'ithoutt.hi! knowledge of the 
plaintiff, and that $250,000 of the stock 
was given to the promoters of the com- 
pany without any money confederation 
being received therefor, the capital being 
thereby ''watered" 
to at least that 


amount. 


The plaintiffs also contond that before 


beginning these suits they demanded at 
four different times to ba allowed to in- 
spect tho 


Original Subscription Agreement, 


but the company refused to exhibit or to 
furnish a copy of it to the plaintiffs or 
their attorneys. 


The narrative of tbe purchase ot The 


Times by the present owners is told in 
detuil in the bill filed by Mr. Watson. 
He says that in 1893 be was induced to 
subscribe for S10.000 o! the stock upon 
the representations already cited, and 
that it WHS not until he had paid for his 
stock in full was he made aware that tha 
capitalization had been increased to 81,- 
250,000, and thnt the stock was subject to 
certain restrictions placed upon the trans- 
fer of the newspaper, although, uo sutb. 
restrictions had been referred to in any ot 
the statements made to him, and based 
upon which he had paitl for his stock. 


The plaintiff declares that he has 


made an effort to obtnin n copy of the 
subscription paper or permission to in- 
spect it, but without success, and de- 
mands the return of his subscription.

The improvements in Corea's adminis- 


trative policy have consequently, notwith- 
standing the repeated refusals of China to 
even consider them, been put into opera- 
tion by the independent action of. the 
Corean government, and will be carried 
out according to the king's will. The 
question of Corea's autonomy and in- 
dependence is thus affirmatively settled. 


The Japanese government knows from 


the most reliable sources that China dis- 
patched a large body of troops overland 
to Corea, nnd that on July 25 they had 
already crossed the Corean frontier. The 
willingness which China had displayed 
up to that lime to listen to the friendly 
advice of the foreign povrers who were 
exercising their good offices to prevent 
war between Japan and China was 
merely a device lor gaining time for war- 
like preparations. 


In Favor of Japan. 


The Japanese legation in this city has 


received the following dispatch from To- 
kio: 


The signed afjidavlts of Captain Gales- 


worthy and Chief Officer Tamplin of the 
Kow Shing have been received. The cap- 
tain says that the Kow Shing was char- 
tered by the Chinese government, and 
that she left Takn on July '& with 1100 
soldiers on board for Kashan. Meeting 
the Japanese warship Nauiwa, the latter 
signalled her to stop. Continuing, the 
captain says: 
"I obeyed, and she moved off.. I then 


signalled. 'Am I to proceed?' The Nan- 
iwa signalled in reply: 'Heave to or tako 
the consequences.' This signal was not 
meant for the Kow Shine, but fcr a 
Chinese warship flying the Japanese flag 
and a white flag. 


"The Nanbra sent an officer to the Kow 


Shing to see her papers, and he asked if I 
would follow the Xaniwa. I answered! 
'We are in your power.' 


"The officer then returned to the Nan- 


iwa, but he came hack to the Kow Shing 
upon my signalling the wish to com- 
municate personally with him. 
I told 


the officer when he came back that the 
Chinese generals would not allow • me to 
follow the Nanlwa, and that they threat 
ened my life if. I did so or if I left the 
ship. After hearing this the Japanese 
officer returned to the Xaniwa, where- 
upon she signalled- 'Quit ship immedi- 
ately.' I replied: 'I am not allowed to 
leave.' 


"The Naniwa then hoisted a red flag at 


her foremast and repeated the signal to 
•Quit ship immediately.' 
Thereupon I 


calmed the engineers and other foreign- 
ers on deck. "After a few minutes the 
Naniwa discharged a torpedo at us and 
beaan firing. I nnd several others jumped 
overboard. While in the water the Chin- 
ese on board the Kow Suing kept firing at 
us. I was picked tip by a boat from the 
Nanhva, as was Mr. Tumplin, the chief 
officer." 


Chief Officer Tamplin's affidavit con- 


firms the statement made by Captain 
Galesworthy, and adds that the object of 
the second visit of the Japanese officers 
was to transfer the Europeans to the 
Nanivra before firing begun. 
The Chi- 


nese, however, would not permit this. 


British Consul Must Bo Present. 


Dispatches from the Chinese govern- 


ment at Pekin have been imparted by the 
Chinese legation to the Etrl of Kimber- 
ley, foreign secretary, and to Lord Rose- 
ber'y, prime minister, confirming the re- 
ports that serious fighting has occurred 
between the Japanese and Chinese troops 
The Karl of Kimberley has demanded of. 
the Japanese governmwt that the Brit- 
ish consul be allowed to be present when 
the commander o£ the cruiser Naniwa is 
tried by court-martial for the sinking of 
the Kow Shing. 


The German government, it is learned, 


has instructed Colonel von Hannekm, 
who escaped from the Kow Shin;!, to give 
the fullest details of what occurred pre- 
vious to the firing on the transport to the 
British consul at Seoul. 


A War Measure. 


'WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—At the request 


of the Chinese and Japanese govern- 
ments, rnado through their representa- 
tives here, the state department has in- 
structed United States Consul Dunn at 
Tokio, and Mr. Denby, charge d'affaires ot 
Japan, to take under the protection of the 
United States the citizens of China in 
Japan, and of Japan in China. 
This is 


a distinctively war measure. 


The state department vfai, officially in- 


formed last evening that war had been 
declared between China and Japan. The 
information came in o dispatch from the 
charge d'affaires at P.'kln,Mr. Denl.y. The 


" fiispfttch docs not say, however, which 


lountry made the declaration. 


Secretary Gresham was asked last night 


as to the attitude of the government 
toward allowing the sale of munitions of 
war to the belligerents He said the point 
was covered by the law of 1818, and in- 
dicated that the position of this govern- 
mentjin the pending conflict was that 
of neutrality.

Now to

Earnest In the East. 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—Atllspsteh from Tlep- 


Tsin aays thufc the Emperor of China has 
lasued ao edict acoeptinc the war which h e 
Bays Jflptn has th rait upon him, uud order- 
hls viceroys and commandora to root out 
ing the pestilent Japanese from their lairs. 


The substance of the formal representa- 


tion made by the Jnpunege eovcrnment 
to the foreign ministers at Tokio, doflu- 
ing Its attitude on the Corcnu question, IB 
as follows:

The improvements in Corea's ndminis-

The 
question of Corea's autonomy and in- 
dependence is thug affirmatively settled.

received. It was brought by the sealor 
Mah'Een, Captain Pedcraon, which ar- 
rived at Tromeoe, yesterday, with new» 
dlapatohee from the expedition and also 
w 1th Captain Bottolfaen and threo sailors 
of tha iteumar Eagavald Jarl, which car- 
ried tbo Welluian party to the Arctic, but 
Ivhlch has since been wrecked. 


Captain Bottolfsen furnished the fol- 


lowing narrative of the experiences of the 
expedition: After several buttles with 
young winter ice, the Haguvald Jarl ar- 
rived on May 12 at Table island, one of the 
Sovpn Islands group. 
The ico, however, 


compelled a return to "Waiden Maud, 
where Mr. Wetlninn left the ship on May 
21, with 13 men, 40 dogs and 110 days' pro- 
risions. 


After the party had established n depot 


they proceeded eastward a distance of 60 
miles, thence northeast, hoping to reach 
the land that is^bclieved to exist in that 


^ctinn. Up to tbe day of the departure 


of the sledge party, the expedition had 
had good woafther, tho worst being only 
20 degrees below zero. Tho members of 
the party were in good health when they 
loft the ship. They intended to return 
over the same route by which they ad- 
vanced, reaching northern Spitsbergen 
on Sept l."i, and headquarters at Danes 
island ou Oct. 1. 


On May 28, four days after Wellman 


and his companions left, the Ragnvald 
Jarl was broken up by the ico and totally 
lost. The men iu charge of her managed 
to save ioine of the stores. A mesnagf 
was sent to Wcllmau, informing him of 
the catastrophe, aud it reached him at 
Marten's island. Wellmsn, Charles C, 
Dodge and two others then returned to 
Wnlden island. 
With material taken 


from the wrecked ship they built a house 
to accommodate the crew, nnd as a precau 
caution in case the expeditiou(were com- 
pelled to winter at"Walden. 


Wollmnu left again to join the sledge 


party on May 31. He writes ou tho same 
date: "I havo decided to proceed as pre- 
viously planned, except that I intend to 
return to Walden Island not later than 
Sept. 1, and to be at Danes island by 
Sept. IB." 


The latest news received from 'Wellman 


Was of June 17, the date when Mr. Win- 
flbip, u member of the party, with one 
man, left the expedition nt n spot six miles 
cngt of Cnpo Platen, where the explorers 
had met with impnasable ice, nnd were 
waiting for open water. All were well. 


On tho return of Wiunhip to "VValSeu 


island Captain Bottolfsen and three of 
tho erew of the BaguvaltS Jarl started on 
a journey southward in aluminium boats, 
seeking sealers. They met the Malygen, 
and Captain Pedersen consented to carry 
them to Tromsoe. 


Captain Bottolfsen will charter anew 


vessel aud will return as soon as possible 
to Danes inland. In the meantime, the 
^Ycllmun party has gouc notth over the 
Ice. C.iptain Pedersen expects that Well- 
raan will reach Gilld island.

Emperor of China to Stamp 


Out Japan. 


-JAPAN DEFINES HER ATTJTUDK 


TOWARDS COHEA 


And Maintains i'hat Corea's Indepen- 


dence is Settled, 


GOT .WATERED STOCK, 


KEW YOEK TIMES PUBLISHING 


COMPANY COMPLAIN. 


OS, Aug. 3.—A dispatch from Ttea- 


Tsin saya that the Emperor o£ China has 
issued aa edict accepting the war which he 
nays Japinhns thrust upon him, and order- 
his viceroys and commanders to root out 
Ing the pestilent Japanese from their lairs. 


The substance of the formal representa- 


tion made by the Japanese government 
to the foreign ministers at Tokio, defin- 
ing its attitude on the Corean question, is 
as follon-s: 


The King of Corea has appointed his 


father, Tai-In-Kun, to have control of the 
administration of the government, and 
to direct the forms which have been de- 
termined upon. Several days ago the 
king summoned the Japanese minister at 
Seoul to the palace, where he was in- 
formed that reforms in the administra- 
tive policy of the Corean government had 
already been inaugurated, with refer- 
ence to which he would be consulted as 
occasion arose. - 


The improvements in Corea's adminis- 


trative policy have consequently, notwith- 
standing tue repeated refusals of China to 
even consider them, been put into opera- 
tion by the independent action of the 
Corean government, and will be carried 
out according to the king's will. The 
question of Cotea'3 autonomy nud in- 
dependence is thus affirmatively settled. 


The Japanese government knows from 


the most reliable sources that China dis- 
patched a large body of troops overland 
to Corea, and that on July 25 they had 
already crossed the Corean frontier. The 
willingness which China had displayed 
up to that time to listen to the friendly 
advice of the foreign powers who were 
exercising their good offices to prevent 
war between Japan and China was 
merely a device for gaining time tor war- 
like preparations. 


In I"avor of Japan, 


The Japanese legation in this city has 


received the following dispatch from To- 
kior 


The signed affidavits of Captain Gales- 


worthy and Chief Officer Tamplin of the 
Kow Shing have been received. The cap- 
tain says that the Kow Shing was char- 
tered by the Chinese government, and 
that she left Taku on July 23 with 1100 
soldiers on board for Ivaahan. Meeting 
the Japanese warship Naniwa, the latter 
signalled her to stop. Continuing, the 
captain says: 


"I obeyed, and she moved off. I then 


signalled: 'Am. I to proceed?' The Nan- 
iwa signalled in reply: 'Heave to or tako 
the consequences.' This signal was not 
meant for the .Kow Shing, but fcr a 
Chinese warship flying the Japanese flag 
and a white flag. 


"The Naniwa. sent an officer to the Kow 


Shiug to see her papers, and he asked if I 
would follow the ' Naniwa. I answered! 
•We are ill your power.' 


"The officer then returned to the Nan- 


iwa, but.he cams back to the Kow Shing 
upon my signalling the wish to com- 
municate personally with him. 
I told 


the officer when he came back that the 
Chinese generals wo"ld not allow me to 
follow the Naniwa, and that .they threat- 
ened my life if I did so or if I left the 
ship. After hearing this the Japanese 
offlcer returned to the Jfaniwa, where- 
upon she signalled: 'Quit ship immedi- 
ately.' I replied: 'I am not allowed to 
leave.' 


"The Naniwa then hoisted a red flag at 


her foremast and repeated the signal to 
'Quit ship immediately.' 
Thereupon I 


calmed the engineers and other foreign- 
ers oh deck. After a few minutes the 
Naniwa discharged a torpedo at us and 
beean firing. I mid several others jumped 
overboard. While in the water the Chin- 
ese on board the Kow Shing kept firing at 
us. 1 was picked up by a boat from the 
Naniwa, as was Mr. Tarnplin, the chief 
officer." 


Chief Officer Tamplin's affidavit con- 


firms the statement made by Captain 
Galeswortby, and adds that the object o£ 
the second visit of the Japanese officers 
was to transfer the Europeans to the 
Naniwa before firing began. 
The Chi- 


nese, however, would not permit this. 


British Csnsni Most He Presaat- 


Dispatcbes from the Chinese govern- 


ment at Pekin have been imparted by the 
Chinese legation to the Eurl of .Kimber- 
ley, foreign secretary, and to Lord Rose- 
bery, prime minister, confirming the re- 
parts that serious fighting has occurred 
between the Japanese andCbiuese troops. 
The Earl of Kimberley has demanded of 
the Japanese governnmit that the Brit- 
ish consul be allowed to be present when 
the commander of the cruiser Naniwa is 
tried by court-martial for the sinking of 
the Kow Shing. 


The German government, it is learned, 


has instructed Colonel von Haunekin, 
who escaped from the Kow Shing, to give 
the fullest details of what occurred pre- 
vious to the firing on the transport to the 
British consul at Seoul. 


A War Measure. 


'WASHISOTOS, Aug. 3.—At the request 


of the Chinese and Japanese govern- 
ments, made through their representa- 
tives here, the state department has in- 
structed United States Consul Dunn at 
Tokio, and Mr. Den by, charge d'affaires at 
Japan, to take under the protection of the 
United States the citizens of China in 
Japan, and of Japan in China. 
This is 


a distinctively war measure. 


The state department wac officially in- 


formed last. evening that war had been 
declared between China and Japan. The 
information came in a dispatch from the 
charge d'affaires at Pekin,Mr. Denby. TUe 
dispatch does not say, however, which 
lountry made the declaration. 


Secretary Gre.iham was asked last night 


as to the attitude of the government 
toward allowing the sale of munitions of 
•war to the belligerents. He said the point 
was covered by the law of 1S18, and in- 
dicated that the position of this govern- 
mentSin the pending conflict was that 
of neutrality.

TROMSOE, Norway, Aug. 8.—Nawn of 


tho Wallrann polar expedition has been 
received. It was bronsht by the sealer 
Malygen, Captain Pedorsen, which ar- 
rived at Tromsoa, yesterday, with news 
dlspfitdhes from the expedition and also 
with Captain Bottolf sen .and thrae sailors 
of the stoiinwr Kagnvalfl Jarl, which car- 
ried the Wellman party to the Arctic, bnt 
Which has siuae been wrecked. 


Captain Bottolfsen furnished the fol- 


lowiug narrative of the experiences of the 
expedition: After several battles with 
young winter ice. the Ragnvald Jarl ar- 
rived on May 12 at Table island, one of the 
Seven islands group. 
The ico, ho\vever, 


compelled a return to Waldou island, 
whore Mr. Wellmnn left the ship on May 
24, with 13 men, 40 dogs and 110 days' pro- 
visions. 


After the party hnd established ft depot 


they proceeded eastward a distance of 60 
miles, thence northeast, hoping to roach 
tbe land that 13 believed to exist in that 
direction. Up to the day of the departure 
ot the sledge party, the expedition had 
had good weafeher, tho worst being only 
80 degrees below zero. Tlio members of 
the party were In good health when they 
loft tho ship. They intended to return 
over tbe tame route by which they ad- 
vanced, reaching northern Spitsbergen 
on Sept 15, nnd headquarters at Danes 
isloud ou Oct 1. 


On May 28, four days after Wellman 


and his companions left, the Rugnvald 
Jnrl was broken up by the Ice and totally 
lost.
